[Text]  According  to  an  announcement  by  a  spokesman  for  the  U.S.  Defense 
Department,  the  U.S.  administration  is  scheming  to  sell  to  South  Korea 
six  F-4D  Phantom  fighters. 

This  is  another  maneuver  to  build  up  military  strength.  It  is  an  aggres¬ 
sive,  criminal  act  which  will  aggravate  the  tense  situation  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  This  shows  that  the  United  States  is  openly  challenging  peace, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  advocating  the  peace. 

Due  to  the  U.S.  schemes  to  provoke  another  war,  this  land  has  become  a 
powderkeg  that  could  be  the  site  of  a  new  war.  The  tense  situation  is 
being  aggravated  on  the  Korean  Peninsula.  A  dangerous  situation  in  which 
a  war  of  northward  invasion  may  break  out  at  any  moment  is  being  created. 

If  the  United  States  should  ignite  a  war  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  it  will 
face  shame  and  defeat.  The  United  States  should  immediately  stop  prepara¬ 
tions  for  a  northward  war  and  withdraw  its  troops  and  all  military  hardware 
from  South  Korea.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  June  14  (KCNA)— An  overseas  Korean  intellectual  surnamed 
Kim  sent  a  letter  some  time  ago  to  a  professor  at  Seoul  University,  his 
friend,  in  connection  with  the  intensified  anti— U.S.  struggle  among  South 
Korean  students  and  people,  according  to  radio  Voice  of  the  Revolutionary 
Party  for  Reunification." 

Pointing  to  the  fact  that  anti-U.S.  slogans  are  bursting  forth  uninter¬ 
ruptedly  and  the  anti-U.S.  struggle  is  rapidly  gaining  in  strength  in 
South  Korea,  which  was  typified  by  the  burning  of  the  "American  Cultural 
Centre,"  he  says: 

This  is  not  a  mere  arson  nor  leaflet  scattering,  but  an  expression  of  the 
indignation  and  grievances  pent  up  against  the  United  States  which  has 
been  occupying  South  Korea  and  forcing  slavery  upon  its  people  for  37  years 
and  the  first  cry  of  the  awakened  people.  The  flame  that  flared  up  at  the 
"American  Cultural  Centre"  was  a  torch  announcing  the  start  of  an  anti-U.S. 
struggle  of  new  dimensions  and  the  leaflets  scattered  were  a  declaration 
of  war  announcing  the  powerful  anti-U.S.  national  salvation  struggle  of. 
our  people.  The  anti-U.S.  struggle  in  South  Korea  is,  indeed,  a  well-aimed 
national  salvation  struggle. 

Stressing  that  only  when  they  fight  against  the  United  States  can  they 
restore  the  occupied  territory,  realize  the  democratization  of  society  and 
achieve  the  reunification  of  the  country,  he  says:  This  is  because  the 
U.S.  troops  occupation  of  South  Korea  is  the  root  cause  of  all  misfortunes 
and  hardships  of  our  nation. 

He  further  says: 

The  United  States  is  neither  the  "liberator"  nor  the  "helper."  Its  "aid" 
is  a  means  of  further  subjugating  our  country  and  nation  politically  and 
economically. 

In  conclusion,  he  emphasizes:  We  should  wage  a  more  vigorous  anti-U.S. 
national  salvation  struggle,  clearly  seeing  that  it  is  none  but  the  United 
States  that  divides  our  country,  obstructs  reunification  and  impedes 
democratisation  of  society.

CHON  ESCAPES  SEVERAL  ATTEMPTED  ASSASSINATIONS

[From  the  "Hour  for  the  Men  and  Officers  of  the  Armed  Forces"  program  with 
announcer  (Kim  Chang-yun) :  "Chon  Tu-hwan  is  Seized  by  Fear"] 

[Text]  Men  and  officers  of  the  armed  forces: 

As' is  known  to  the  world,  attempts  on  the  life  of  Chon  Tu-hwan  by  military 
personnel  have  already  been  made  6  or  7  times  since  September  1980.  An 
army  captain  shot  at  Chon  Tu-hwan  while  he  was  touring  Kwangju  and  another 
army  officer  attempted  to  assassinate  Chon  Tu-hwan  when  he  was  inspecting 
front  lines.  To  cite  a  few  recent  cases:  attempts  on  the  life  of  Chon 
Tu— hwan  were  miscarried  on  4  and  27  December  last  year  and  again^on  25 
January  this  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  attempted  assassination  on  25  January,  a  colonel, 
commander  of  the  30th  battalion  attached  to  the  capitol  corps,  shot  at 
Chon  Tu-hwan  in  his  Chongwadae  office,  but  missed  and  Chon  Tu-hwan' s  life 
was  spared. 

So  on  30  March  when  he  was  watching  the  joint  military  exercise  staged  by 
South  Korean  and  U.S.  troops  in  a  mountainous  area  southwest  of  Seoul, 

Chon  Tu-hwan  is  said  to  have  stayed  in  a  specially  built  bunker,  solid 
like  a  fortress,  together  with  U.S.  Defense  Secretary  Weinberger.  Even 
after  a  tight  net  of  security  guards  surrounded  the  bunker  and  Chongwadae 
security  guards  armed  with  portable  anti-tank  rockets  were  positioned  in 
places  around  the  bunker.  Chon  Tu-hwan  is  said  to  have  inspected  the 
soldiers  from  behind  bullet-proof  glass. 

For  this  reason,  foreign  news  reports  scoffed  at  Chon  Tu-hwan,  saying  that 
he  was  surrounded  by  a  specially  tight  security,  unprecedented  in  foreign 
countries. 

In  fact.  Chon  Tu-hwan  is  fanning  the  fury  of  the  people  and  not  a  few 
officers  and  men  of  the  armed  forces  by  his  fascist  suppression  and  mur¬ 
derous  acts  such  as  the  Kwangju  incident.  He  is  also  generating  resentment 
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among  the  military  for  his  maneuvers  to  make  the  army  a  private  army, 
corruptions  and  irregularities  and  nepotism  in  military  personnel  adminis¬ 
tration. 

The  anti-Chon  Tu-hwan  spirit  on  the  part  of  those  retired  or  relegated 
high-ranking  officers  and  of  the  soldiers  who  are  under  their  influence 
appears  to  be  deepening  along  with  the  people's  anti-Chon  Tu— hwan  sentiment. 

Although  No  Tae-u,  Kim  Pok-tong  and  Yi  Hui-sung  have  already  been  discharged 
from  the  army,  their  remnant  forces  within  the  army  appear  to  have  joined 
the  anti-Chon  Tu-hwan  forces.  So  Chun-yol,  now  serving  as  commander  of  the 
first  army  corps  is  said  to  be  in  contact  with  Kang  Yong— sik  who  retired 
after  serving  in  the  post  of  commander  of  the  sixth  army  corps  and  director 
of  the  joint  chiefs  of  staff  to  recruit  the  anti-Chon  Tu-hwan  forces  in  the 
third  army  corps. 

What  is  more,  distrust  and  irrevocable  friction  are  said  to  exist  between 
Kim  Yun-ho,  chairman  of  the  joint  chiefs  of  staff;  Hwang  Yong-si,  army 
chief  of  staff  and  Pak  Chung-tong,  commander  of  the  security  command. 

Needless  to  say.  Chon  Tu-hwan  is  trying  to  bring  the  military  under  his 
control  by  taking  advantage  of  this  friction. 

Fearing  that  he  might  meet  his  end  if  any  one  of  them  joins  anti-Chon 
Tu-hwan  forces,  he  frequently  urges  the  people,  through  screaming,  to 
expel  the  deeply  ingrained  factionalism  and  nepotism-consciousness. 

No  wonder  people  call  him  a  night  president  who  makes  night  tours  only 
without  giving  prior  notice  and  makes  others  read  his  speeches  while  he 
remains  in  a  bullet-proof  car  wearing  a  bullet-proof  vest.  No  wonder 
people  say  his  days  are  numbered.

DPRK  PUBLIC  ORGANIZATIONS  RAP  CURB  LOAN  SCANDAL

[Text]  Pyongyang,  June  11  (KCNA) — Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Trade  Unions  of  Korea  Kim  Pong-chu,  chairman  of 
the  C.C.  of  the  League  of  Socialist  Working  Youth  of  Korea  Yi  Yong-su, 
chairman  of  the  C.C.  of  the  Union  of  Agricultural  Working  People  of  Korea 
Kim  I-hun,  chairman  of  the  C.C.  of  the  General  Federation  of  the  Unions 
of  Literature  and  Arts  Yi  Ki-yong  and  chairman  of  the  C.C.  of  the  Korean 
Journalists  Union  Kim  Ki-nam  respectively  published  talks  denouncing  the 
base  attempts  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  group  to  conceal  the  truth  of  the  "loan 
scandal"  committed  recently  by  it. 

In  their  talks  they  said  that  the  loan  scandal  is  a  large-scale  swindle 
committed  by  the  Chongwadae  clan  with  the  abuse  of  its  privilege  and  a 
planned  financial  robbery  perpetrated  by  Chon  Tu-hwan  himself  through  his 
relatives  for  securing  political  fund. 

Yi  Chol-hui  and  Chang  Yong-cha  whom  the  South  Korean  puppets  are  now 
widely  advertising  as  the  prime  movers  in  the  loan  scandal  are  mere  victims 
to  the  attainment  of  this  political  aim  of  traitor  Chon  Tu-hwan,  they 
pointed  out. 

Noting  that  however  desperately  traitor  Chon  Tu-hwan  may  try  to  veil  the 
truth  of  the  scandal  by  setting  in  motion  the  henchmen  of  Chongwadae,  he 
cannot  conceal  his  true  color  as  the  real  criminal,  they  said:

DAILY"  carried  an  article  headlined  "Chang  Yong-cha  Case — Scandal  of  South 
Korea"  which  discloses  the  big  financial  scandal  in  South  Korea. 

The  article  says: 

The  prime  movers  of  the  scandal  are  Chang  Yong-cha,  a  relative  of  South 
Korean  puppet  President  Chon  Tu-hwan,  and  her  husband  Yi  Chol-hui  who  is 
former  deputy  chief  of  the  puppet  Central  Intelligence  Agency. 

The  Chang  Yong-cha  scandal  gave  a  serious  shocking  to  the  South  Korean 
economy.  But  what  is  more  important  is  that  it  exposed  the  darkness  and 
corruption  of  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  dictatorial  rule. 

All  people  demand  a  thorough  probe  into  the  scandal,  directing  a  spearhead 
directly  against  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ruling  group. 

Even  quite  a  number  of  "national  assemblymen"  consider  that  the  scandal 
should  be  ascribed  to  the  collusion  between  power  and  economy  in  addition 
to  the  ailment  of  South  Korean  economic  structure. 

Chang  Yong-cha  is  a  younger  sister  of  the  wife  of  Yi  Kyu-kwang,  uncle  of 
Chon  Tu-hwan' s  wife,  director  of  the  "Taehan  Mining  Development  Company" 
and  former  "MP  superintendent  of  the  army  headquarters."  Chang  Yong-cha, 

Yi  Kyu-kwang  and  Chon  Tu-hwan  formed  a  dark  triangle. 

Chang  Yong-cha  had  used  Chon  Tu-hwan  and  Yi  Kyu-kwang  as  her  political  and 
economic  backing  in  the  whole  course  of  the  scandal. 

Public  opinion  and  public  figures  of  all  strata  demanded  that  the  backstage 
manipulator  of  Chang  Yong-cha  be  made  clear  and  the  fact  that  part  of 
money  she  misappropriated  by  fraud  was  used  as  a  "political  fund"  of  Chon 
Tu-hwan' s  "Democratic  Justice  Party"  be  thoroughly  investigated. 

Under  the  pressure  of  public  opinion  Chon  Tu-hwan  staged  a  ridiculous 
farce,  reshuffling  leading  personnel  of  the  "Democratic  Justice  Party," 
a  ruling  party,  and  "cabinet  ministers." 
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The  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  published  "the  final  results  of  the  investigation" 
in  the  name  of  the  prosecution  authorities  and  obstinately  denied  the 
involvement  of  political  power  in  the  case. 

By  so  doing  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  attempts  to  lull  the  discontent  6f 
public  opinion  and  wave  off  the  peoples  condemnation. 

But  public  figures  of  South  Korea  are  not  going  to  sit  idle. 

Chon  Tu-hwan  has  forcibly  closed  the  door  of  investigation  into  the  "back¬ 
ground"  of  the  Chang  Yong-cha  scandal  by  using  his  "Democratic  Justice 
Partys"  domination  over  the  "National  Assembly."  But  the  scandal  will 
become  an  active  volcano  influencing  the  political  situation  of  South  Korea.

[Text]  Anti-Chong  Tu-hwan  voices  are  being  heard  louder  among  the  men  and 
officers  of  the  armed  forces  in  connection  with  Chon  Tu-hwanfs  curb  market 
scandal. 

Officers  and  soldiers  at  an  army  unit,  hearing  about  the  truth  about  the 
curb  market  scandal — a  topic  widely  talked  about  in  town — from  Sgt.  Choe 
who  had  recently  visited  his  home  in  Seoul,  are  reportedly  raising  their 
voices  condemning  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring.  The  ring  has  already  committed 
irregularities  in  the  course  of  the  so-called  investigation.  Naming  Chong 
Chi-kun,  former  prosecutor  general,  to  the  post  of  minister  of  justice  is 
another  attempt  to  keep  committing  irregularities  even  in  the  courts  and  to 
permanently  bury  in  secrecy  Chon  Tu-hwan1 s  involvement  in  the  scandal.  The 
truth  will  out.  Chongwadae’s  black  tail  has  already  been  exposed.  Chon 
Tu-hwan’ s  days  are  numbered.  Not  only  will  Chon  Tu-hwan  not  be  forgiven 
of  his  crimes,  but  also  his  U.S.  master  will  before  long  leave  him  in  a 
lurch  as  anti-Chon  Tu-hwan  and  anti-U.S.  sentiment  grows. 

The  soldiers  reportedly  hate  Chon  Tu-hwan,  saying  things  like  this. 

Soldiers  in  an  army  unit  executed  Lt.  Yi  of  the  security  command,  who  was 
stationed  in  the  unit  and  who  used  to  run  amok  as  Chon  Tu-hwan1^  stooge. 

Lt.  Yi,  an  officer  of  the  security  unit,  was  found  dead  under  a  bridge. 
Finding  an  anti-Chon  Tu-hwan  leaflet  posted  in  the  barracks  of  the  unit, 
he  was  reportedly  harrassing  the  soldiers  who  had  participated  in  the 
student  movement  in  the  universities  by  rechecking  their  personnel  files 
and  examples  of  their  handwriting. 

Fearing  public  opinion,  the  authorities  tried  to  say  that  Lt.  Yi  was  drunk 
and  fell  to  his  death  from  the  bridge.  However,  it  is  reported  that  the 
patriotic  soldiers  who  hated  him  pushed  him  over  the  bridge. 

At  the  news  of  Lt.  Yi’s  death,  the  soldiers  are  reported  to  be  relieved  and 
said:  Good.  His  death  presages  the  end  of  Chon  Tu-hwan.

OVERSEAS  KOREAN  SCHOLARS  DISCUSS  UNIFICATION  IN  GENEVA

[Text]  Pyongyang,  June  17  (KCNA) — The  5th  symposium  of  All  Overseas  Korean 
Scholars  for  National  Unification  was  held  in  Geneva  some  time  ago, 
according  to  a  report. 

The  symposium  was  attended  by  more  than  100  Korean  scholars  and  compatriots 
from  the  United  States,  Japan,  Canada,  West  Germany,  France,  Switzerland, 
Sweden  and  Denmark. 

A  keynote  report  titled  "Let  Us  Achieve  Democracy  and  Unification  in 
Response  to  the  Call  of  the  Times"  was  delivered  by  Choe  Ki-hwan,  chairman 
of  the  "Council  for  the  Building  of  Democratic  Society  of  South  Korea," 
an  organization  of  Koreans  in  Switzerland,  on  behalf  of  the  preparatory 
committee  of  the  symposium. 

Congratulatory  speeches  were  made  by  Yi  Ung-no,  a  Korean  painter  in  France; 
Choe  Tok-sin,  chairman  of  the  "Paedal  National  Council";  Yun  I-sang,  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  "Union  of  Overseas  South  Koreans 
for  Democracy,  Nation  and  Unification"  (Hanminyon) ;  Sonu  Hak-won,  professor 
of  Central  Methodist  University,  the  United  States;  and  Yi  Hwa-son,  chairman 
of  the  "Council  of  Christians  Overseas  for  National  Unification  in  West 
Germany"  who  is  a  Korean  pastor  in  West  Germany. 

Then  congratulatory  messages  to  the  symposium  from  a  number  of  Swiss  per¬ 
sonages  and  Koreans  in  different  countries  were  read  out  at  the  symposium. 

Taking  the  floor  were  Kim  Un-ha,  director  and  publisher  of  "SINHAN  MINBO," 
a  Koreans  newspaper  in  the  United  States;  Kuk  Yong-kil,  general  secretary 
of  the  "Council  of  the  Movement  for  Democracy  in  the  Homeland"  in  the 
United  States;  Choe  Ik-hwan,  professor  at  Seattle  Central  Community 
University,  the  United  States;  Kim  Chae-chin,  a  Korean  resident  in  Japan; 
Chon  Chung-nim,  publisher  of  "NEW  KOREA  TIMES";  Kim  Sun-hwan,  a  Korean 
resident  in  West  Germany;  Song  Sok-chung,  professor  at  Michigan  State 
University,  the  United  States;  Kim  Tong-su,  professor  at  Norfolk  State 
University,  the  United  States;  0  Yong-ni,  Korean  resident  in  Japan;  and 
Sonu  Hak-won,  professor  at  Central  Methodist  University,  the  United  States. 
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Then  the  symposium  was  divided  into  sub-committee  meetings  and  all  the 
attendants  actively  participated  in  the  discussion. 

Unanimously  pointing  out  that  the  aggression  and  intervention  of  outside 
forces  is  the  main  obstacle  lying  in  the  way  of  the  reunification  of  the 
country,  the  speakers  strongly  demanded  that  the  United  States  immediately 
withdraw  from  South  Korea,  taking  along  all  its  nuclear  weapons. 

They  branded  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  cliques  "unification  proposal"  as  an  entirely 
deceptive  one  for  a  permanent  division  of  the  country  and  for  concealing 
its  true  color  in  engaging  itself  in  fascist  repression.  And  they  held 
that  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  clique  must  promptly  step  down  from  "power"  for  the 
sake  of  democratisation  of  the  South  Korean  society  and  national  unifica¬ 
tion. 

They  were  unanimous  in  saying  that  the  country  can  be  reunified  only 
through  dialogue  and  that  to  strive  for  its  realization  is  an  important 
task  facing  them. 

The  question  of  instituting  "prize  of  peaceful  unification"  at  the  sixth 
symposium  was  entrusted  to  the  secretariat  of  the  preparatory  committee 
of  the  symposium. 

"Geneva  Declaration  for  National  Unification"  was  adopted  there.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  June  10  (KCNA) — The  South  Korean  people  of  all  walks  of 
life  should  vigorously  wage  the  massive  anti-U.S.  struggle  for  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  U.S.  imperialist  aggressor  troops  and  nuclear  and  all  other 
destructive  weapons  from  South  Korea,  sweep  away  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  military 
fascist  rule  and  set  up  a  genuine  democratic  government,  declared  Yo  Yon-ku, 
director  of  the  secretariat  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Democratic 
Front  for  the  Reunification  of  the  Fatherland.

The  June  10  demonstration  which  was  held  on  June  10,  1926,  against  the 
Japanese  imperialists  occupation  of  Korea  and  their  brutal  colonial  rule 
was  a  massive  anti— Japanese  patriotic  struggle  to  take  back  the  lost 
dignity  and  sovereignty  of  the  nation  and  achieve  the  independence  of  the 
country. 

She  said: 

The  earnest  desires  of  the  participants  in  the  June  10  anti-Japanese 
demonstration  for  independence  56  years  ago  and  our  people  have  not  yet 
been  realised  throughout  the  country  and  the  South  Korean  people  are 
still  subjected  to  disgraceful  colonial  slavery. 

The  U.S.  imperialist  aggressors  have  not  only  turned  South  Korea  into  a 
colony  and  a  military  base  and  are  bringing  unbearable  misfortunes  and 
sufferings  to  the  people  but  also  imposing  the  prolonged  tragedy  of 
national  split  upon  our  people,  pursuing  the  "two  Koreas"  policy  dead 
set  against  the  reunification  of  Korea. 

Availing  themselves  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  policy  of  aggression,  the 
Japanese  reactionaries  have  already  made  inroads  deep  into  political, 
economic,  cultural  and  military  fields  of  South  Korea.  They  are  now 
supplying  the  South  Korean  puppets  with  weapons  and  helping  them  build 
the  munitions  industry.

GOVERNMENT  RAISES  PRICES ;  MOVES  TO  STIMULATE  ECONOMY 
SK180919  Seoul  YONHAP  in  English  0749  GMT  18  May  82 

[Text]  Seoul,  May  18  (YONHAP) — The  South  Korean  Government  has  decided  to 
raise  the  prices  of  coal  and  coal  briquettes  main  fuel  sources  for  Korean 
homes — by  2.2  percent  and  3.3  percent,  respectively,  effective  July  1, 

Deputy  Premier-Economic  Planning  Minister  Kim  Chun-song  announced  Tuesday. 

The  home-delivery  price  of  a  3.6-kg  coal  briquette  in  Seoul  will  rise  from 
the  current  153  won  to  158  won.  One  U.S.  dollar  is  worth  about  720  won. 

In  a  press  conference,  the  country’s  top  economic  policymaker  said  that  rail¬ 
road  fares  will  also  be  raised  by  five  percent  effective  July  1. 

The  current  intracity  bus  fare  for  adults  will  remain  unchanged,  but  the  fare 
for  students  will  be  raised  from  the  present  60  won  to  85  won  effective 
June  1.  The  fare  for  working  youngsters  will  be  lowered  from  110  won  to  85 

won. 

There  will  be  no  changes  in  taxi  fares  or  electricity  charges.  A  possible 
shortage  of  funds  for  power  source  development,  arising  from  the  freezing  of 
electricity  rates,  will  be  covered  by  rationalizing  management  and  adjusting 
investment  and  inventory,  Kim  said. 

The  projected  hikes  in  coal  and  public  transportation  charges  will  increase 
wholesale  and  consumer  prices  by  0.11  percent  and  0.21  percent,  respectively, 
Kim  added. 

In  a  separate  move  to  stimulate  the  national  economy,  which  has  been  plagued 
with  a  protracted  recession,  the  government  has  decided  to  lower  the  capital 
gains  tax  rates  for  the  acquisition  of  a  home — both  single  family  houses  and 
apartments — from  the  current  15  to  35  percent  to  five  percent  across  the 
board,  according  to  Kim. 

Other  measures  aimed  at  invigorating  the  construction  business  include  a 
total  capital  gains  tax  exemption  on  a  housing  lot  with  the  construction  of  a 
living  unit  of  less  than  25.7  pyong,  a  30-percent  acquisition  and  registra¬ 
tion  tax  reduction  for  low— income  peoples ’  living  quarters  of  less  than 
27.5  pyong,  and  the  expansion  of  housing  loans  from  the  present  5.3  million 
won  to  7.3  million  won  for  a  15-pyong  living  unit,  one  pyong  is  equal  to  3.3 
square  meters. 
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The  government  will  spend  200  billion  won  (277.8  million  dollars)  on  provincial 
roads  and  other  rural  promotion  projects,  and  release  220  billion  won  in 
special  funds  to  support  business  activities  by  small  and  medium-sized  enter¬ 
prises  . 

The  rebate  rates  of  |}ills  issued  to  small  and  medium-sized  enterprises  will  be 
raised  from  the  present  70  to  80  percent  and  an  additional  100  billion  won  will 
be  supplied  to  the  National  Citizens  Bank  to  help  ease  the  financial  pinch 
facing  those  enterprises,  Kim  said.

NUCLEAR  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS  ANALYZED 

Seoul  KOREA  NEWSREVIEW  in  English  8  May  82  pp  8-10

[Text]  The  power  development  programs  in 

Korea  have  been  implemented  by 
KEPCO  in  parallel  with  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  four  consecutive  five-year  eco¬ 
nomic  development  plans,  and  the  total 
generating  facilities  have  been 
remarkably  increased  to  9,835  mw  as  of 
today,  more  than  27  times  the  total 
facilities  existing  in  1961,  the  year  the 
First  Power  Development  Program 
began.  The  annual  growth  rate  of 
electricity  demand  has  also  increased 
to  18.5  percent  to  the  average. 

However,  KEPCO  has  adjusted  the 
annual  growth  rate  of  the  demand  for 
electricity  down  to  an  average  of  11.1 
percent  for  the  Fifth  Five-Year 
Economic  &  Social  Development  Plan 
period  since  they  forecast  a  smaller 
demand  due  to  the  prevailing  economic 
stagnation.  A  total  of  8,500  mw  facili¬ 
ties  including  5  nuclear  units  will  be 
commissioned  during  this  period,  thus 
KEPCO  will  have  facilities  generating 
a  total  of  17,571  mw  by  the  end  of  1986. 

Since  the  majority  of  power  plants  to 
be  built  is  nuclear,  requiring  more  than 
10  years  of  construction,  the  power 
development  program  of  10  years 
extends  beyond  the  ordinary  five-year 
economic  development  plan  by  an 
additional  five  years. 

According  to  this  plan,  the  average 
annual  growth  rate  of  the  demand  for 
electricity  is  expected  to  be  11.1  percent 
during  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  periods,  thus 
the  total  sales  in  1991  will  be  99,936 
million  kwh.  The  peak  demand  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  the  19,733mw  and  total 
generating  facilities  will  be  about 
27,000mw. 

In  order  to  secure  those  facilities, 
KEPCO  has  developed  non-petroleum 
power  plants  as  well  as  making 


maximum  use  of  domestic  energ> 
resources.  Oil-fired  plants  will  not  be 
projected;  meanwhile,  nuclear,  coal- 
.  fired  and  hydro  plants  will  be  developed 
as  alternative  energy  resources. 
Altogether,  12  nuclear  units  (10,629 
mw)  including  8  units  in  the  process  of 
being  built,  8  units  in  the  process  of 
being  built,  8  units  of  coal-fired  plants 
(4,120  mw),  2  units  of  anthracite-fired 
(400  mw),  8  hydro  (863  mw)  and  2 
pumped  storage  (1,200  mw)  will  be  built 
and  commissioned  by  1991. 

When  this  program  is  successfully 
accomplished,  the  ratio  of  oil-fired 
energy  will  be  decreased  from  7^.2 
percent  in  1981  to  only  14.6  percent  in 
1991. 

In  the  meantime,  a  total  of  4,171  km  of 
345  kv  transmission  lines  together  with 
16,333  mw  of  sub-stations  will  be  built 
throughout  the  country  forming  the  345 
kv  multiloop  systems  so  that  a  smooth 
and  flexible  power  transmission  can  be 
maintained. 

In-house  sub-stations  and  un¬ 
derground  cables  for  transmission  and 
distribution  will  be  built  at  the 
maximum  extent  to  protect  the  public 
from  hazards  and  to  promote  city 
spectacles.  For  those  facilities,  a  total 
investment  of  21,600  billion  won  at  the 
constant  value  of  that  of  1982  will  be 
required  during  the  upcoming  10  years. 

Anthracite,  the  only  available  energy 
source  as  a  fuel  in  Korea,  is  very  poor  in 
calories  having  a  high  content  of  ash. 
And  yet,  its  stable  supply  can  not  be 
guaranteed  because  of  the  high  priority 
in  residential  use. 

Therefore,  no  more  anthracite-fired 
plants  will  be  built  except  Soehae 
Thermal  (200  mwx2),  which  is  being 
built.  Accordingly,  all  new  coal-fired 
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plants  will  rely  upon  imported 
bituminous  coal  for  their  fuel. 

Use  of  bituminous  coal  has  been 
relatively  little  as  compared  to  other 
fuels  because  of  difficult  problems 
associated  with  air  pollution,  tran¬ 
sportation  and  ash  treatment,  however, 
its  use  as  a  fuel  for  power  plants  is 
widely  being  implemented  by  many 
utilities  around  the  world. 

Its  reserves  are  known  as  640  billion 
tons,  more  than  4  times  that  of  oil 
reserves  and  more  importantly  coal  is 
scattered  all  around  the  world.  In  this 
regard,  coalfired  plants  will  not  only  be 
competitive  in  economics  but  also  will 
contribute  to  the  reduction  of  oil  im¬ 
ports  and  diversification  of  energy 
sources. 

KEPCO  has  had  coal-fired  plant 
projects  since  1975  and  currently 
Samchonpo  Thermal  (500mwx2)  and 
Kojong  Thermal  (500mwx2)  are  being 
built  to  be  commissioned  in  1983  and 
1984,  respectively. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  four  units  of 
500  mw  coal-fired  plants  are  projected 
in  the  Sixth  Five-Year  Power 
Development  Program  as  a  part  of  the 
non-petroleum  power  development 
policy. 

Meanwhile,  the  existing  oil-fired 
plants  will  be  converted  to  bum  coal.  As 
a  first  step,  Honam  Termal  Units  1  and 
2  (560  mw)  and  Yosu  Thermal  Units  1 
and  2  (500  mw)  will  be  modified  so  that 
bituminous  coal  can  be  used  in  1984  and 
1986,  respectively. 

Thus,  the  ratio  of  coal-fired  plants 
will  be  increased  from  7.6  and  22.3 
percent  in  1991.  In  terms  of  power 
generation,  the  number  of  coal-fired 
plants  will  be  over  one  fifth  of  the  total 
by  1985,  provided  that  Samchonpo 
Thermal  Units  1  &  2  and  Kojong 
Thermal  Units  1  &  2  are  commissioned 
by  that  time. 

To  cope  with  the  coal  requirements, 
long-term  supplies  will  be  secured  by 
diversification  through  long-term 
purchase  contracts  and  development 
imports.  Also,  a  berth  with  a  50,000  ton 
capacity  will  be  built  at  Samchonpo 
Thermal  and  a  berth  with  a  110,000  ton 
capacity  will  be  built  at  Kojong 
Thermal  for  exclusive  use  of  imported 
coal  by  1982  and  1983. 

A  study  is  being  made  on  stockpiles  of 
imported  coal  together  with  the 
countermeasures  for  environmental 
protection  from  air  pollution. 

The  degree  of  energy  dependence  on 
imported  energy  has  reached  70  per¬ 
cent  due  to  the  rapid  increase  of  annual 


energy  demand  and  the  scarcity  of 
domestic  energy  supply.  Particularly, 
the  heavy  dependence  on  oil  has 
resulted  in  the  necessity  for  a  non¬ 
petroleum  power  development. 

As  alternative  energy  sources, 
nuclear  and  coal  are  the  only  ones 
available  in  the  viewpoint  of  economics 
and  technology  although  they  have  to 
be  imported.  The  initial  capital  for 
nuclear  energy  is  very  high  as  com¬ 
pared  to  that  of  coal-fired  plants, 
however,  the  total  generating  cost  is' 
lower  because  of  much  cheaper  fuel 
costs,  which  is  a  very  attractive  and 
decisive  factor  in  economic  com¬ 
petition. 

Nuclear  technology  is  still  going  on, 
therefore,  not  only  on  nuclear  safety 
but  also  on  construction  so  that  fuel  costs 
will  be  reduced  as  technology  develops 
here.  Thus,  KEPCO  has  studied  all 
aspects  of  economics  and  energy 
strategies  for  nonpetroleum  power 
developments  in  the  mid-1970s,  and 
then  shifted  the  power  development 
policy  to  a  nuclear-oriented  one. 

The  detailed  nuclear  development 
programs  are  as  follow:  During  the 
Fifth  program  period,  Nuclear  Unit  2 
(650  mw)  and  Unit  3  (678.7  mw)  will  be 
commissioned  in  1983  and  three  ad¬ 
ditional  units  of  the  950  mw  class  will  be 
dedicated  in  addition  to  the  Unit  1  which 
is  under  operation.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  3  units  in  the  950  mw  class  (units 
8,  9  and  10)  will  be  built  from  1987  — 
1989  and  4  additional  units  in  the  900  m  w 
class  will  also  be  built  by  1991. 

All  together,  5  units  (4,180  mw)  will 
be  commissioned  during  the  Fifth 
period  commissioned  during  the  Fifth 
period  and  7  units  (6,450  mw)  will  be 
built  during  the  Sixth  period,  thus  the 
amount  of  nuclear  energy  will  be  in¬ 
creased  from  6.0  percent  of  the  nation’s 
total  energy  in  1981  to  27.1  percent  and 
41.5  percent  in  1986  and  1991,  respec¬ 
tively.  In  terms  of  power  generation, 
nuclear  energy  will  generate  over  40 
percent  in  1986  and  50  per  cent  in  1991 
and  the  function  of  nuclear  plants  as  a 
base  load  will  be  founded. 

In  order  to  implement  a  power 
development  program  based  on  nuclear 
energy,  certain  measures  have  to  be 
established  such  as  diversification  of 
nuclear  fuel  suppliers  by  means  of  long¬ 
term  contracts  and  development  im¬ 
ports.  The  application  of  new  codes  and 
standards  as  well  as  strict  quality 
controls  and  quality  assurance  will  be 
implemented  for  nuclear  safety.

The  electricity  business  is  one  of  the 
typical  facility  industries  and  requires 
a  large  capital  investment,  therefore,  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  self-finance  an 
electric  company.  In' order  to  raise 
funds  for  new  facilities,  foreign  loans 
and  domestic  credits  have  to  be  secured 
therefore,  good  terms  and  conditions 
for  loan  financing  is  an  essential  factor 
for  successful  power  development. 

The  total  capital  investment  required 
for  power  facilities  during  the  Fifth 
period  is  estimated  at  9,300  billion  won 
(at  a  constant  value  of  that  of 
1982)  including  the  advance  payment 
for  new  projects  to  be  implemented 
during  the  Sixth  period,  composing  $4.3 
billion  as  foreign  currency  and  6,200 
billion  won  as  local  currency. 

Classified  by  sectors,  a  total  of  6,900 
billion  won  is  needed  for  power  plants 
including  $4.1  billion  and  3,900  billion 
won  as  local  currency.  For  tran¬ 
smission  and  the  distribution  sector,  a 
total  of  2,300  billion  won  is  needed  in¬ 
cluding  $200  million  as  foreign  currency 
and  2,200  billion  won  as  local  currency. 
Additionally,  100  billion  won  is  needed 
in  other  sectors. 

The  Korean  economy  has  been 
developed  with  rapid  growth  rate  un¬ 
precedented  throughout  the  world  by 
accomplishing  four  consecutive  Five- 
Year  Economic  Development  Plans  on 


the  basis  of  every  effort  made  by  the 
nation  to  improve  added  values  and 
potential  capabilities  of  labors  followed 
by  the  shortage  of  domestic  natural 
resources. 

1.  Economic  structures  have  been 
changed  to  industrialization,  par¬ 
ticularly  accomplishing  heavy  in¬ 
dustries  throughout  the  growth  and 
expansion  of  many  new  industries. 

2.  The  degree  of  dependence  of  the 
national  economy  to  the  abroad  has 
been  deepened  as  the  foreign  capital 
inducement  and  the  import  of  raw 
materials  needed  for  high  growth  have 
been  expanded  together  with  the 
rapidly  increased  export. 

3.  Sudden  change  of  employment 
patterns  followed  by  increased  labors 
and  the  level  of  technology  have  been 
improved  drastically. 

As  a  result  of  continuous  high  growth, 
national  economy  has  been  much 
improved  showing  the  GNP  growth  of 
4.9  times  from  3  trillion  won  in  1961  to 
14.8  trillion  won  in  1981  by  constant 
value  of  1975.  Thus,  8.3  percent  of  an 
average  annual  growth  rate  of  GNP  has 
been  recorded  during  the  last  2  decades 
and  per  capita  GNP  has  been  increased 
from  $82  in  1961  to  $1,636  in  1981  by  the 
same  constant  value. 

Meanwhile,  the  Korean  economy, 
which  has  been  kept  on  the  growth 
under  the  difficult  worldwide  cir¬ 
cumstances  since  the  first  oil  crisis  in 
1973,  has  been  struck  with  big  impact 
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at  the  second  oil  crisis  in  1979  and  has 
been  slowed  down  from  the  second  half 
of  1979. 

To  make  matters  worse,  the  poor 
harvest  resulting  from  a  cold  summer 
in  1980  has  played  a  role  of  minus  6.2 
percent  GNP  growth  compared  to  the 
previous  year. 

The  gradual  recovery  of  the  national 
economy  was  seen  in  1981,  however,  it 
is  forcasted  that  recovery  will  be 
delayed  due  to  worldwide  stag¬ 
nation. 

Electricity  business  is  a  tractor  of 
modern  industries  and  a  fundamental 
backbone  supplying  energy  to  all  in¬ 
dustries.  Thus,  the  electricity  business 
in  Korea  has  supported  our  national 
economy  to  grow  effectively  and  has 
taken  a  leading  role  in  promoting 
culture  and  civilization  of  our  life  even 
under  the  many  difficulties  en¬ 
countered  during  the  repeated  oil 
crisis. 

The  electricity  business  has  been 
implemented  by  the  government  with 
top  priority  in  executing  the  First 
FiveYear  Economic  Development  Plan 
and  as  a  result,  power  restriction  was 
banned  on  April  1,  1964  by  com¬ 
missioning  Pusan  Thermal  Units  1  &  2, 


making  an  epoch  in  the  electricity 
business. 

Since  then,  electrification  was 
deemed  necessary  to  improve  the  living 
standard  and  incomes  for  rural  and 
fishery  areas.  On  Aug.  28,  1964,  the 
National  Assembly  has  proposed  a 
motion  and  then  a  Special  Law  Con¬ 
cerning  Rural  Electrification  was 
enacted  and  finally  became  effective  by 
Dec.  30,  1965. 

The  Electrification  Project  has  been 
actively  expedited  in  parallel  with  the 
Saemaul  (New  Community)  campaign 
started  in  early  1970s  so  that  hy  1%0  a 
complete  electrification  throughout  the 
country  had  been  successfully  finished 
except  the  areas  where  electrification 
was  impossible  (for  56,500  houses). 

To  cope  with  the  increased  power 
transmission  between  area  more  ef¬ 
fectively,  345  kv  extra  high  voltage 
transmission  system  was  adopted  so 
that  the  existing  154  kv  Sin-Yosu  Line 
(189.3  km  of  Yosu  Thermal  —  Sin- 
Okchon)  was  upgraded  to  345  kv  per¬ 
manently. 

The  first  Nuclear  Unit  1  was  loaded  of 
its  initial  fuel  in  April  1977  and  the  first

DOMESTIC  INDUSTRIAL  INVESTMENT — Seoul ,  May  31  (YONHAP) — South  Korea’s 
domestic  industrial  investments  are  expected  to  increase  this  year  after 
declines  in  1980  and  1981,  it  was  learned  here  Monday.  A  survey  conducted 
by  the  Federation  of  Korean  Industries  (FKI)  predicted  that  150  major  South 
Korean  businesses  in  29  industries  will  invest  a  total  of  3,028.3  billion  won 
(about  4.18  billion  U.S.  dollars)  in  industrial  facilities  this  year,  up 
6.1  percent  from  the  corresponding  figure  last  year.  The  projected  increase 
compares  with  an  11. 9 -percent  decrease  in  1980  and  a  1.5-percent  decrease  in 
1981.  The  FKI  survey  also  showed  that  the  electric  industry  plans  to  boost 
facility  investments  44.4  percent  over  last  year,  while  the  primary  metal 
industry  is  expected  to  increase  1982  facility  investments  by  45.8  percent. 

In  addition,  the  machine  and  textile  industries  will  invest  12.3  and  13.7  per¬ 
cent  more  in  facilities,  respectively,  than  last  year.  However,  the  invest¬ 
ments  of  the  construction  and  transportation  sectors  in  1982  are  expected  to 
decline  by  51  percent  and  67  percent,  respectively,  according  to  the  FKI. 

The  private  economic  organization  predicted  that  the  average  working  ratio 
of  industrial  facilities  in  the  surveyed  companies  will  increase  to  77.5  per¬ 
cent  this  year,  up  from  76.1  percent  in  1981  and  74.3  percent  in  1980. 

The  FKI  recommended  that  the  government  take  measures  to  encourage  domestic 
facility  investments,  including  shorter  depreciation  periods  of  equipment,  a 
lower  taxation  policy  related  to  investments,  corporate  tax  cuts  and  the 
stabilization  of  interest  and  exchange  rates .

ROK-JAPAN  OFFSHORE  OIL  EXPLORATION— Seoul ,  1  Jun  (YONHAP) —Korea  and  Japan  will 
resume  joint  exploration  for  offshore  oil  along  the  continental  shelf  between 
the  two  countries,  an  energy-resources  ministry  official  said  Tuesday.  The 
exploration  will  begin  with  a  seismic  survey  of  the  fifth  submining  zone  of 
the  joint  development  area  along  the  continental  shelf.  The  survey  will  be 
conducted  by  the  Japanese  oil  rig  "Kaiyo-Maru, 11  the  official  said.  Nippon 
Sekiyu,  the  Japanese  concessionaire  to  the  sub  zone,  recently  informed  its 
Korean  counterpart  Texaco  Korea  that  its  long  negotiations  with  Japanese 
fishermen  over  fishing  operations  in  the  subzone  will  be  concluded  shortly 
and  that  the  seismic  survey  will  begin  June  17  to  select  a  promising  drilling 
site.  Korean  and  Japanese  concessionaires  agreed  earlier  this  year  to  conduct 
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seismic  surveys  in  the  fifth  and  seventh  sub  zone  and  to  drill  one  shaft 
in  the  fifth  subzone.  The  joint  project,  the  third  of  its  kind  since  1980, 
is  in  line  with  a  1974  binational  agreement.  During  the  past  two  years, 
the  two  countries  have  bored  three  shafts  in  the  joint  development  area 
but  have  failed  to  discover  commercially  exploitable  oil  deposits.

ECONOMIC  GROWTH — Seoul,  3  Jun  (YONHAP) — The  South  Korean  economy  is  expected 
to  register  a  six-percent  growth  this  year,  one  percentage  point  below  the 
original  target,  the  state-run  Korea  Development  Institute  (KDI)  said 
Thursday.  The  KDI  projected  the  growth  rate  for  the  first  half  of  this  year 
at  four  percent,  and  forecast  that  the  economy  will  emerge  from  the  doldrums 
during  the  latter  half  to  attain  a  7.5  percent  growth .  Among  reasons  cited 
for  the  rosy  prospects  were  the  expected  recovery  of  the  U.S.  economy  and  a 
subsequent  increase  in  Korean  exports.  According  to  the  economic  think  tank, 
wholesale  prices  would  rise  6.2  percent  and  consumer  prices  8.4  percent  this 
year,  due  mainly  to  stable  prices  of  raw  material  imports,  including  crude  oil. 
The  KDI  said  exports  this  year  would  reach  the  original  target  of 
23,800  million  U.S.  dollars,  while  imports  would  be  reduced  by  2,300  million 
dollars  from  the  initial  estimate  of  27,900  million  dollars,  again  owing  to 
stabilized  prices  of  imported  resources.  This,  according  to  the  KDI,  would 
result  in  an  international  trade  deficit  this  year  of  1,800  million  dollars 
and  a  current  account  deficit  of  3,100  million  dollars.

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WARNING  ON  JAPANESE-TYPE  ENCEPHALITIS — A  nationwide  warning  against  a  Japanese 
type  encephalitis  was  issued  yesterday  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social 
Affairs.  The  measure  immediately  followed  the  appearance  of  culex  mosquitoes, 
known  as  the  main  source  of  the  summer  disease,  in  the  southern  provinces.  The 
culex  mosquitoes— smaller  in  size  than  ordinary  mosquitoes  and  red  in  body 
made  their  appearances  this  year  about  12  days  earlier  than  last  year,  the 
ministry  spokesman  said.  The  mosquitoes  were  found  yesterday  in  three  southern 
areas  Kimhae,  Kyongsang  Namdo;  Kwangju,  Cholla  Namdo  and  Wanju,  Cholla  Pukto. 
The  ministry  also  ordered  provinces  and  cities  to  take  thorough  precautionary 
steps  against  the  possible  outbreak  of  summer  epidemics.  The  Japanese- type 
encephalitis,  with  a  high  rate  of  fatality  and  severe  after-ill  effects,  is 
symptomized  by  high  fever  and  headaches,  ministry  officials  said.  Severe 
cases  of  the  disease  fall  into  a  coma  accompanied  by  convulsions,  during  the 
critical  period  of  the  disease,  they  noted.  The  ministry  advised  every  house¬ 
hold  to  take  precautionary  measures  ty  inoculating  their  children  between  three 
and  five  years  of  age  against  the  disease.  Last  year  a  total  of  194  people 
were  stricken  by  the  disease,  of  whom  nine  died,  they  said.

NEW  IMPORT  LIBERALIZATION  MEASURES  ANNOUNCED

[Text]  Seoul,  May  31  (YONHAP) — The  Korean  Government  Monday  liberalized 
the  imports  of  167  items  and  added  25  others  to  the  list  of  import- 
restricted  commodities,  boosting  the  import  liberalization  rate  from 
the  present  74.7  percent  to  76.6  percent. 

The  government  also  increased  the  export  liberalization  rate  from  the 
current  76.7  percent  to  79  percent  by  reducing  the  number  of  export- 
restricted  commodities  from  236  to  212. 

According  to  the  July  1,  1982-June  20,  1983  terminal  trade  policy  notifica¬ 
tion  announced  by  the  commerce- industry  ministry,  the  167  restriction-free 
import  items  will  be  those  which  are  deemed  to  have  equal  international 
competitiveness  with  domestically  produced  ones,  or  those  whose  import 
restriction  gives  no  practical  benefits  to  Korean-made  products. 

They  include  9-inch  and  smaller  black-and-white  TV  sets,  machine  parts  for  the 
confectionery  industry,  some  man-made  fibers,  and  diamond  and  precious 
stones  for  industrial  use. 

The  25  import-restricted  items  include  arthoxylene,  toluene,  1,600-horsepower 
or  smaller  diesel  engines,  copper  ingots  and  other  flexible  copper  products 
and  filters. 

Import  restriction  on  these  items  is  necessary  to  protect  fledgling  Korean 
petroleum  products,  to  prevent  the  production  of  low-quality  gasoline,  and 
to  support  the  operation  of  some  industries  under  the  government’s  heavy  and 
chemical  industry  investment  realignment  program,  a  ministry  official  said. 

Goods  which  the  government  regards  as  necessary  to  help  stabilize  domestic 
prices  and  the  supply-and-demand  situation  will  continue  to  be  imported 
freely,  regardless  of  the  terminal  trade  policy  notification,  the  official  said. 

Imports  of  foreign-made  cosmetics  and  other  beauty  products  will  be  gradually 
liberalized  beginning  in  the  second  half  of  next  year,  and  fully  liberalized 
by  the  end  of  1986,  he  said.  Agars,  canned  meat  and  rice  cake  are  among  the 
25  export-freed  commodities.

NONESSENTIAL  COMMODITIES  IMPORT — Seoul,  June  4  (YONHAP) — The  South  Korean 
Government  will  increase  its  surveillance  of  imports  to  restrict  the  presence 
of  nonessential  foreign  commodities  beginning  next  month,  a  commerce- industry 
ministry  official  said  Thursday.  The  official  said  the  move  is  necessary 
because  of  the  increasing  inflow  of  nonessential  goods  since  the  first  import 
liberalization  measure  in  1975.  Under  the  current  policy,  he  said  only  banned 
items  are  listed,  and  anything  not  on  the  list  is  assumed  to  be  liberalized. 
However,  many  unclassified  items  enter  the  country  in  large  amounts.  The 
official  noted  that  this  trend,  if  unchecked,  will  continue  because  the 
government  has  liberalized  imports  of  an  additional  167  items  effective 
next  month,  raising  the  import  liberalization  rate  to  76.6  percent.  He  said 
the  imports  of  these  items  should  be  strongly  restricted,  apart  from  terminal 
trade  policy,  in  consideration  of  the  country’s  international  payments 
position,  its  industrial  structure  and  its  consumer  patterns.

[Text]  Quoting  a  reliable  source  which  has  close  access  to  leading  personnel 
at  Chongnyon  [General  Association  of  Korean  Residents  in  Japan],  TONG-IL  ILBO 
reported  on  2  June  that  anit-South  Korea  operational  policies  pursued  by 
North  Korean  puppets  have  been  strengthened  by  allowing  more  direct  and 
destructive  methods. 

According  to  the  same  source,  Kim  Chong-il  (son  of  Kim  Il-song)  issued  3- 
pronged  anti-South  Korea  operational  policy  to  Han  Tok-su,  chairman  of 
Chongnyon,  when  the  latter  visited  Pyongyang  not  long  ago.  This  operational 
policy  is  designed  to  disturb  public  sentiments  and  to  create  social  turmoil 
through  the  destruction  of  both  industrial  and  public  facilities  in  South 
Korea.  The  newspaper  further  noted  that  what  concerns  us  most  is  the  fact 
that  North  Korean  puppets  intend  to  train  and  infiltrate  a  "second  Mun  Se- 
kwang"  into  South  Korea  and  to  touch  off  another  incident  similar  to  the  re¬ 
cent  incident  involving  the  firebombing  of  the  U.S.  culture  center  in  Pusan. 

The  change  in  North  Korea1 s  anti-South  Korea  operational  tactic  was  confirmed 
in  a  closing  address  delivered  by  Han  Tok-su  at  the  3d  session  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  12th  Chongnyon  which  was  held  from  27  May  through  28  May. 

In  it,  Han  quoted  Kim  Chong-il  as  directing  that:  1)  "It  is  impossible  to 
achieve  national  unification  through  solidarity  activities,  such  as  flower¬ 
viewing  picnics;  2)  mailing  letters  and  documents  to  South  Koreans  alone  is 
inadequate;  and  3)  contact  with  South  Koreans  without  any  definite  objectives, 
like  entertaining  with  food  and  drink,  is  not  desirable.  More  active  anti- 
South  Korea  operations  should  be  carried  out  in  the  future." 

Han  Tok-su  stated:  "We  should  make  contributions  to  the  question  of  national 
unification  in  a  more  realistic,  positive  way."

Korea  operational  policies  which  were  presented  by  North  Korea  to  Chongnyon 
are:  1)  Training  of  infiltration-operatives;  2)  establishment  of  operation 
centers;  and  3)  employment  of  direct  sabotage  for  destruction.  Following  are 
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the  detailed  contents  of  anti-South  Korea  operational  directives  issued  by 
North  Korean  puppets. 

1)  Training  of  Infiltration-Operatives 

Infiltration-operatives  will  be  selected  from  among  members  of  delegations 
which  Chongnyon  sends  to  North  Korea.  Those  thus  selected  will  undergo 
training  in  North  Korea  and  will  be  sent  to  South  Korea  after^returning  to 
Japan. 

2)  Establishment  of  TrainingCenters 

Training  centers  will  be  set  up  in  Japan  to  serve  those  who  are  educated 
and  trained  in  North  Korea.  In  addition  to  the  already  existing  training 
centers  under  the  Chongnyon  organizations,  five  or  six  more  training  centers 
will  be  set  up  throughout  Japan  to  be  utilized  for  the  infiltration-oper¬ 
atives.  Chongnyon  will  assure  direct  operational  and  financial  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  these  centers. 

3)  Employment  of  Direct  Sabotage  for  Destruction 

The  most  urgent  task  facing  North  Korea  and  Chongnyon  is  to  destroy  South 
Korea  from  within.  It  is  also  to  create  social  turmoil  and  to  disturb 
public  sentiments.  Operatives  who  are  infiltrated  into  South  Korea  will 
exert  their  utmost  efforts  to  carry  out  the  activity  of  destroying  both  in¬ 
dustrial  and  public  facilities  in  South  Korea.
